Push is 
Clinic

Crawford County leaders are urging local 
officials and community members to band 
together to bring a Veteran’s Administration 
(VA) Clinic to the community. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of Commissions, 
has met with district representatives for 
Sen. Carl Levin and Sen. Debbie Stabenow, 
D-Mich., in order to find a suitable place 
for the clinic. The clinic would serve the 
elderly veterans in the community and new 
veterans coming home from Iraq and 
Afghanistan, avoiding having them to trav- 
el to other regional facilities for medical 
attention. 

Stephenson said local officials need to 
keep federal officials’ feet to the fire on 
committing to property or a building in 
Grayling. If a site cannot be found, 
Stephenson said Grayling would be 
dropped from the communities eligible for 
the clinic. It would take another legislative 
_session, which is up to one year, to put 
Grayling back in for a clinic. 

Stephenson said the dividends would be 
huge as far as bringing in medical profes- 
sionals and increasing property values for 
municipalities where new housing would 
be built. 

“We may have some options as a county 
or as a community that we can offer them,” 
he said. “I think if we can exercise those 
options, we need to look really hard at that. 


It would be a huge thing for this communi- 
ty to lock this in.”

THE TOWNSHIP OF LOVELLS, COUNTY OF CRAWFORD, M! ORDAINS: 


Section 1,Title This section specifies the title of the ordinance as the “The Lovells 
Township Cemetery Ordinance.” 


Section 2. Purpose and Intent This section specifies the purpose and intent of the ordi- 
nance. ‘ 


Section 3, Definitions This section defines the following terms: cemetery plot, Township, 
and Township cemetery. 


ion 4 This section specifies the terms and conditions for the 
sale of cemetery plots, including the requirement that the plot will be for the burial of pur- 
chaser or his or her immediate family; that any sale shall be via a Certificate approved by 
the Township Board that grants a right of burial only; that any sale of plots are to residents 
or taxpayers of the Township, with limited exceptions; that upon sale each plot the family 
name of who will be interred will be assigned; that plots may be sold back to the township 
for the original purchase price or may be sold by the piot owner to a person who otherwise 
qualifies, provided the transfer involves the Township; that the Township Board has author- 
ity to limit the number of plots sold to any individual or family; that the Township has author- 
ity to correct any errors in interments, disinterments, or in the description, transfer or con- 
veyance of any plots; and that the plot owners are required to notify the Township of any 
change to their mailing address. 


Section 5, Cemetery Plot Cost and Indigent Burials This section provides for fees; sets the 


limits for interments per plot; and allows the Township Board to waive fees for indigent indi- 
viduals. 


Section 6, Grave and Cremain Opening and Closing Charges This section establishes 


fees for opening/closing graves and provides regulations for opening/closing graves. 


BR Section 7. Markers. Memorials and Monuments This section establishes regulations for 


markers, memorials and monuments in a cemetery, including the requirement that they be 
constructed of highly durable materials that are aligned with and face the same direction 
as the markers and memorials that are adjacent to them; dimension and foundation regu- 
lations; provides for a work order for enclosure documenting the details of the interment; 
provides authority for the Township to correct or remove pre-existing monuments or memo- 
rials that become dislodged/moved, badly broken or a safety hazard, with any expense 
being paid by the owner of the plot; establishes a cemetery cleanup week; and encourages 
plot owners to remove personal items before the cleanup. 


Section 8. Internment Regulations This section provides interment regulations including 
advance notice of a burial; the correct plot certification form with identification of the 
remains; and the requirement that all graves be kept in a neat and orderly manner. 


Section 9. Disinterments This section provides disinterment regulations including the 
requirement of obtaining all permits required by law and the authority of the Township 
Board to refuse a disinterment request. 


Section 10. Winter Burials This section provides that burials between December 1 and 
May 1 will not be allowed, with limited exceptions.

Section i2. Non-Human Remains This section does not allow for internment of non- 


human remains in the cemetery. 


Section 13. Cemetery Maintenance This section provides regulations for cemetery main- 
tenance including regulations for grave decorations and flower pots/urns; grading and flow- 
ers, tree, and other vegetation planting requirements; authority for the township to trim or 
remove existing trees, plants or shrubs within the cemetery; a prohibition on items that hin- 
der the use of lawn mowers or other gardening tool(s); the authority of the Township to 
remove items from the cemetery that have become unsightly, a maintenance problem or a 
source of litter within the cemetery; a regulation prohibiting surfaces other than bare earth 
or sod; a requirement that fourteen (14) days after a burial the dried flowers, dried wreaths, 
paper and plastic flower containers and similar items must be removed from the cemetery; 
a prohibition against glass containers in the cemetery, and a prohibition against oma- 
ments, signs, trellises, statues, benches, landscaping, bricks, stones, grave border mate- 
rial(s) of any type or any type of structure not otherwise allowed by the ordinance. 


Section 14. Disclaimer of 


wnship Liabili onsibility This section provides that 


f the Township is not responsible for any injury, accident or other calamity that might occur 


to a person while in the Township cemetery, that persons enter the township at their own 
risk, and that the Township is not responsible for vandalism in the cemetery; the section 
further provides an indemnification provision protecting the Township. 


Section 15. Record Keeping This section requires the Township Clerk to maintain records 
related to the cemetery. 


Section 16. Vaults This section encourages the use of concrete vaults and requires that 
cremains be interred in an appropriate container. 


Section 17. Cemetery Hours This section establishes hours when the cemetery will be 
open to the public. 


Section 18. Prohibited Activities This section prohibits activities in the cemetery that annoy, 
harass or disturb another person; interferes with or disrupts a funeral or funerai procession; 
and disturbs the peace and prohibits a person from possessing or consuming alcoholic 
beverages; holding picnics, consuming food or partying within the cemetery; soliciting the 
sale of goods or services; operating a bicycle, motorcycle, snowmobile, four wheeler, go- 
cart or similar recreational type vehicle; operating an automobile, truck or any other vehi- 
cle on any portion of the cemetery except upon the designated access roads; destroying, 
defacing or injuring any cemetery property; littering within the cemetery; starting or main- 
taining any open fire; possessing, discharging or releasing any firearm, bow, cross bow or 
similar item, with the exception of a rifle salute that is incident to a military funeral; allow- 
ing children under the age of twelve (12) years within 

the cemetery, unless they are accompanied by an adult; and performing “rubbings” (with 
pencil and paper) of information etched into markers, memorials and monuments in any 
manner that causes damage to the marker/memorial/monument. 


Section 19. Duties of the Township Sexton This section provides for the appointment and 


duties of the Township Sexton. 


Section 20. Fees and Charges This section provides authority for the Township Board to 
establish fees. 


Section 20. Applicability of this Ordinance This section states that the ordinance applies 
to the Township cemetery on Bald Hill Road and exempts from the ordinance regulations 
township officials, police officers, and firefighter when carrying our official duties. 


Section 21. Appeals to the Township Board This section grants authority to the Township 


Board to interpret the ordinance, waive ordinance provisions when practical difficulties are 
shown, and to hear appeals concerning the administration of the ordinance. 


Section 22. T ip Authori ve VJ riz Cemetery This 
section provides authority for the Township to remove and dispose of items from the ceme- 
tery that are in violation of the ordinance. 


Section 23, Penalties This section provides that most violations of the ordinance are 
municipal civil infractions punishable by fines of $100 for the first offense, $250 for the sec- 
ond offense, and $500 for the third or subsequent offense; provides that violations of the 
ordinance related to the possession, discharge or release of any firearm, bow, cross bow 
or similar item, with the exception of a rifle salute that is incident to a military funeral, is a 
criminal misdemeanor punishable by a fine of $500 and/or 90 days in jail; and provides that 
each day the ordinance is violated is a separate offense. 


Section 24, Enforcement of this Ordinance This section specifies the township officials 


with authority to enforce the Ordinance. 


Section 25, Severability This section provides that the provisions of the ordinance are 
legally severable. 


Section 26. Effective Date and Conflicts This section provides that the 
ordinance becomes effective 30 days after the publication of this summary and 
repeals ordinances and parts-of ordinances that are in conflict with the 
ordinance.
